Garth Morrison Lynch 
(May 23, 1938—December 4, 2015—age 77) 


Garth was the only child of “Morrie” and Irene Lynch. He passed away in Wetaskiwin (Alberta) and is survived by his loving 
wife of 55 years, Barbara (nee Taylor); his three sons, Roger of Camrose (Alberta), Stewart Julie) of Waterloo (Ontario), and 
Tim of Radium (BC); as well as his granddaughter, Kelcie of Waterloo (Ontario).

Spring Park in Tuscumbia (Alabama, U.S.A.) is home of the world’s 
largest man-made natural stone waterfall. It is also the birthplace 
of Helen Keller. 


Oka Kapassa (Ococoposa), meaning “Cold Water,” was the 
Chickasaw name given to Spring Creek and to a trading post 
established near the Tennessee River about 1/780. About 1817, 
Michael Dickson and others were greeted at what by then was 
called Big Spring by Chief Tuscumbia, a Chickasaw rainmaker. 
The settlers named the new town in his honor in 1822. Colbert 
County, formed in 1867 from the northern half of Franklin County, 
was named for Chickasaw Chieftains George Colbert, operator of an inn and ferry on the 
Natchez Trace at the Tennessee River, and his brother, Levi Colbert, who ran an inn on 
the Trace at Buzzard Roost spring. Prehistoric “hunters and gatherers” lived in the area 
along the Tennessee River and its tributaries, including Spring Creek, more than 10,000 
years ago. When early white settlers arrived, the area was occupied by Chickasaws to 
the west and Cherokees to the east. Other tribes, including the Creeks, occasionally 
hunted or lived briefly in the area. After the Indian Removal Act of 1830, thousands of 
Native Americans passed through Tuscumbia on the “Trail of Tears.” The Tuscumbia, 
Courtland, and Decatur Railroad transported Indians to Tuscumbia Landing where they 
boarded steamboats for removal to new homes in the Indian territory (now Oklahoma). 
This Indian tree carving in the likeness of the Chieftains is at the base of the man-made 
waterfall. Tuscumbia has a Wooden Nickel Restaurant & Pub owned by Bob Carson.

Foot ball In Ottawa [info and pictures courtesy of the franchise, printed for educational purposes only] 


The great-great-grand-daddy of the REDBLACKS franchise, Football Club, in Ottawa was founded in 1876, only 9-years after 
confederation. Then in 1898, as a tribute to Teddy Roosevelt’s Rough Riders unit that fought in the Spanish American War, 
the team name was changed to Ottawa Rough Riders, with the iconic red and black colour scheme. That year, the Rough 
Riders won their first Canadian Championship. In 1925 the Rough Riders temporarily changed their nickname to 
“Senators” returning back to Rough Riders in 1930. The franchise folded in 1996 ending a long-standing history of Rough 
Riders football in Ottawa. The CFL return to Ottawa as the Renegades in 2002, but folded after 4 unsuccessful Seasons. 
The CFL conditionally awarded a franchise to the Ottawa Sports and Entertainment Group (OSEG) in March 2008. In June 
2010 revitalization of Lansdowne Park (new TD Place Stadium) took place to serve as the home of CFL expansion team, 
the Ottawa REDBLACKS. The REDBLACKS made their CFL debut on July 3, 2014 in Winnipeg. Running back Chevon Walker 
scored the franchise’s first touchdown early in the 1st qtr. The first home game was against the Toronto Argonauts on July 
18, 2014. 


Ottawa has a new football tradition “beginning to take shape”, the cutting of REDBLACKS wood cookie from a log. The cer- 
emonial cutting of the wood cookie takes place in the west end-zone after every touchdown! These wood tokens of celebra- 
tion commemorate the REDBLACKS accomplishments on the field. The Algonquin College Loggersports team (member of 
the Canadian Lumberjacks Association) and their chainsaws are set-up to rev-up for every game. The plaid-cloaked men 
and women who run them await the next REDBLACKS touchdown and the opportunity to slice the cedar and make the 
wood chips fly like fireworks! 


Ottawa’s logging heritage is an essential part of the REDBLACKS story. The addition of the loggersports team is an element 
that ties that lumberjack past with the present. The REDBLACKS logo features a saw blade background that pays tribute to 

the founding of Ottawa as a lumber industry town. The team’s mascot is a lumberjack, inspired by the men who cut trees in 
the Upper Canada Valley and rode logs down the Ottawa River to the St. Lawrence and markets beyond.
